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Nebraska eeders ‘Day 


Reveals a Heap of Optimism zw the Future for Cattlemen 


000 farm men and women from 
ame and four adjoining states attend- 
ed the 1933 Feeders Day at the University 
of Nebraska College of Agriculture, Friday, 
April 21. Renewed interest and confidence 
in the live stock industry predominated 
throughout the meeting. A note of optim- 
ism was struck by all speakers. 

E. P. Brown of Davey, a member of the 
Federal Reserve Bank. board at Kansas 
City, appeared as one of the chief speakers. 
Though not knowing the exact nature of the 
farm mortgage refinancing plan, he en- 
dorsed it for the farmers. Dr. R. F. Eagle, 
vice-president of Wilson & Company, Chi- 
cago, advocated a restoration of interna- 
tional trade. He said the world supply of 
meats would not be great if restrictions on 
foreign markets were removed. 

Feeders were told by M. L. Baker of 
North Platte that tests made at the Uni- 
versity of Nebraska substation there show 
that feeding cattle on grain on pasture is 
comparable to dry-lot feeding. Dan Hilde- 
brand, president of the Nebraska Live Stock 
Breeders and Feeders Association, also 
spoke a word of optimism for the live stock 
yroducers.. 

Professor M. A. Alexander told farmers 
at the meeting that a test on early lamb 
production showed that it paid to feed grain 
to old western ewes before and after lamb- 
ing. County Agent Clay Westcott of Cum- 
ing county and Emil Polnicky of Red Cloud 
spoke in favor of using early calves in 
creep feeding work. EK. C. Demarest of Tal- 
mage urged the use of sanitation in raising 
pigs rapidly. 

Nebraska farm women at the college for 
the day had a program of their own. Miss 
Margaret Fedde of the home economics de- 
partment presided over the afternoon ses- 
sion. Mrs. H. J. Gramlich spoke about 
changing food habits. R. H. McKinney of 

maha reminded the women that lard is Ne- 
braska’s best shortening. Prof. C. C. Wei- 
demann and Dr. Rebekah Gibbons, both of 
the university, also appeared on the pro- 
gram. One hundred fifty women attendad. 

Atlas sorgo silage showed up well in zom- 
parison with corn ensilage in a cattle win- 
tering experiment carried on at the Uni- 
versity of Nebraska college of agriculture

ome lots of cattle were used in the win- 
& test, including one lot of heifer 


calves. All were fed 150 days. Bought in 
the fall months, wintered for 150 days, the 
animals will now be put on pasture with 
grain and then fed out in the dry-lot a short 
time for the fall market. 

The atlas sorgo, a plant which has been 
developed in recent years in Kansas and 
grown there for ensilage purposes, in the 
silage form produced 92.3 per cent as much 
total gain as corn ensilage when fed to steer 
calves. A ton of atlas silage produced 85.5 
per cent as much gain on the calves as a 
ton of corn silage. 

The calves fed atlas sorgo fodder failed to 
gain as much as the atlas ensilage calves 
and did not prove as efficient. The fodder 
made only 68 per cent as much gain as the 
ensilage. 

Since the atlas yielded more tonnage per 
acre in 1932 than corn, it produced 100 
pounds more gain per acre than the corn 
silage, Prof. Thalman reported. He pointed 
out the value of using the crop if the feeder 


| 
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is growing his own crops, thereby allowing 
him a larger per acre return in his feeding 
operations. 

Heifer calves in the wintering experiment 
showed up well. They gained the most per 
ton of silage consumed, 93 pounds. How- 
ever, farmers were told that the heifers 
must be in top condition and below 800 
pounds in weight to bring the highest prices 
in the summer and fall months. They were 
cautioned not to feed the heifers to any 
heavier weights. 

Yearling in the test were not as econom- 
ical as the younger calves. They consumed 
52 pounds of corn silage per day in compar- 
ison to 31 pounds for the steer calves and 
30 pounds for the heifers. Not much differ- 
ence was noted in the total gains made by 
the heifer and steer calves. At the conclu- 
sion of the test, the former had gained 209 
pounds and the steers 208 pounds.

olorado ‘Tops Omaha 


Roy Welty’s Doddies Attract Particular Attention 


Marketing some of the most highly bred 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle that have heen seen 
on the Omaha market in a long time, Roy 
V. Welty of Larimer county, Colorado, top- 
ped both the beef steer and stocker divisions 
of the trade Wednesday. His two-car ship- 
ment included 16 well fattened 931-pound 
steers that brought $6.35, 25 steer calves 
which went to a feeder buyer at $7.00 and 
averaged 420 pounds and 19 heifers that 
sealed 440 pounds and brought $5.75. 

Although only part of his cattle are reg- 
istered, all of them are pure breds, Mr. Wel- 
ty said yesterday. “My father started the 
nerd with registered cows, years ago, and 
gl never used anything but registered 
pulls. 

“Feed, and especially hay, were scarce in 
our country last fall, so these fat yearlings 
were fed ensilage, corn, straw and cotton- 


seed cake. Good alfalfa has been nine to 
ten dollars a ton out there.” 

If it hadn't been for last week’s rains, Mr. 
Welty might have decided to sell all his 
cows and quit the cattle business. 

“We have been fighting a feed shortage 
for a year or more and this spring it was so 
dry that things looked worse than ever,” he 
explained. “But that storm last week was 
a real soaker. It was a mixture of rain and 
snow which made a wet slush that was eight 
inches deep right after the storm. Up in 
the mountains they got deep snows. 

“Since the country has been wet down, 
our grass is starting nicely and it will be 
only a short time until we can turn cattle 
on the range. Our crop outlook is favor- 
able now, too, and with any kind of luck we 
should have feed next year.”—Omaha Jour- 
nal Stockman, April 27th.

Shows were suppos- 
ed to stimulate interest thereby inducing 
men from all walks of life to become inter- 
ested in building up herds, studs and flocks. 
Competition would stimulate breeders to 
practice and put forth their best efforts in 
breeding, feeding, and exhibiting their live 
stock, thereby the ability of great breeding 
sires and females could be recognized and 
their blood could be maintained and spread 
for the good of the breed as a whole.

; But these ideas and goals are not being 
obtained today because our farmers and 
small breeders have lost interest in our live 
stock exhibits. It has become too compli- 
cated, the judging — wed ~~ —_ 
ers are not acquainted with the show clas- 
sifications, the animals are fitted so highly 
and no information is available to them 
while the judging is being done. It has been 
almost impossible in the past to get the 
idea over to the average fair goers, but 
with our development in radio and loud 
speakers the judge could now retire to an 
enclosed booth and by the use of the loud 
speaker give his reasons, especially on the 
first five or six placings, this would create 
—— = be educational to the farmers 
and breeders. 

_ Our breed papers and farm papers have 
inadequately reported our fairs. Their re- 
ports are given in numbers and discussions 
of the various individuals, putting too much 
emphasis upon the top and championships. 
The tops and champions vary at different 
shows and the difference between their ex- 
cellency is a minus quantity from the stand- 
point of the average beef producers. Fair 
teports should bring out the leading sires 
- en We should ar 

i@ emphasis from prize winners to the 
sires of prize wianeee aad from the exhibi- 
tor to the breeder, to a great extent. The 
Teverse is now true. 

Breeders have been inclined to lose sight 
of the original idea of live stock exhibits. 
They have become deeply infested with the 
idea of winning a championship or blue rib- 
on, losing sight of building up a uniform 
—1 record for their herd sire or edu- 
cating the farmers who are the ultimate 


market for the majority of their surplus 
stock. 

I am a strong believer in live stock ex- 
hibits. It has been my pleasure to dig in 
the showyard records for our leading breeds 
and to find, to my satisfaction, the great 
sires and leading families, but the average 
man has not the time, nor herd books or the 
inclination to dig up these facts. Why not 
establish a record of performance based on 
prize winners using our leading State Fairs 
and National Shows and figure out the re- 
sults and publish them instead of writing up 
about a few individuals. It would be very 
interesting and I believe educational to all 
if a few hours after the judging is finished 
at the International to have published the 
high ranking sires and their ability to sire 
prize winners. The same would be true at 
our State Fairs and other large shows. And 
wouldn’t it be interesting the first of Jan- 
uary to have the leading sires for the year 
published and see if any of these leading 
sires are brothers or sire and son or per- 
haps there would be some bull having two 
sons. If this could be continued for five 
years, look at the wealth of information we 
could build up concerning our leading sires. 
It would have an influence in changing the 
emphasis from a prize winner to the pro- 
ducer of prize winners and be a great ad- 
vertisement for the good constructive live 
stock breeder who keeps his hand on the 
plow and stays with the business year in 
and year out. Therefore, I am proposing 
the following record of performance. 

“Record of Performance.” 

Establish a Record of Performance for 
leading sires of the beef breeds based on 
their ability to sire prize winners. Such 
bulls to be known as Record of Performance 
bulls and grouped in Class A; Double A 
class (AA); and Triple A class (AAA), ac- 
cording to their ability to sire prize winners. 
Qualifications for Class A: 

First: The high scoring sire at any lead- 
ing fair provided that his score was con- 
tributed to by four different offspring. 

Second: The high ranking sire of steers 
at the International Live Stock Show. 
Qualifications for Double A Class: 

First: The high ranking sire for the 
year including all fairs that had Class A 
bulls. 

Second: Any bull meetig Class A _ re- 
quirements for four years. 

Third: Any bull meeting Class A _ re- 
quirements with a son meeting Class A re- 
quirements. 

Fourth: Any bull having two sons quali- 
fying in Class A. 

Qualifications for Triple A Class: 

First: The high ranking sire for a five 
year period including all fairs having Class 
A bulls. 

Second: Any bull qualifying in Double A 
class (AA) with a Double A (AA) son. 

Third: Any bull with two sons qualify- 
ing in Double A Class (AA).
